32. (New) A method for removing a shingle, comprising: 

gripping a shingle between an upper jaw and a lower jaw of a locking pliers, the upper 
jaw having an upper pl^e and the lower jaw having a lower plate; and 

striking an anvil fixedly attached to the lower jaw, in a direction substantially parallel to 
the surface of the shingfe, to remove the shingle from the substrate. 

33. (New) The jnethod of claim 32, wherein: 

the shingle is attached to the substrate with at least one nail; and 
the nail shears o f when the shingle is removed from the substrate.
